Several o: the cirl slinlenis \\\\,\\ the 
Freshmen fainted, and had to h', 
cirriud froni the Mali. Police were 
called from KiiLcstun lo re,store quiet 
but when they anj\efl the fraca.>5 was 
.over and tho studenls were dispersin.T. 
Xo cIi,n.rgos have yet been laid. Po- 
lice s,Ty they have the names of a 
r.tjmber of students involved. 

Wlien Ihc attack was made on the 
Hall tho doors were ah.n.llercd nnd 
much window glass was broken. Tho 
ITall cnret.Tker sent In a call to Pro- 
vincial Cnn.sinble C. V. riuldie. Tlio 
latter appealed to Chief of Police 
Robinson for aid, nnd Constables Filz- 
geiaid and Brown of the City Police 
went to Barriefiold with the Provin- 
cial Offii.-er to quell the disi urbance. 

Officer Cliilibe slated Inter thai 
during the row every window tii the 
llaii. was danviged,' lu ';well as 'the 
liack door of the JFall aiid that some 
of llie fiiriillure b;id suffored. 

It has not been decided whether or 
not the ca.se will be taken to Court. 
Tlic Pitt-sburgh Township Authorities 
are t.aklng stock of the damage done 
to the Hall, and they will look to
